1. 1652 Massachusetts Willow Tree Threepence. Fine. Noe-36. Medium 
steel-grey. Full date and tree; the legends are not totally legible. The 
obverse is pleasing for the grade while the reverse shows some 


waviness, possibly from “toothmarks.” 
Struck between 1660 and 1667. 


7. 1787 NewJersey Cent. Very Fine (20). Maris 54-k. The “Serpent Head” 


Variety. Sharp and well detailed, but a bit dark and lightly granular. 


A few old obverse scratches have blended in with the toning. 


8. 1787 Connecticut Cent. Fine. Miller 11.1-E. Mailed Bust Left. Double 


struck on both the obverse and the reverse. Two sets of legends can be 
plainly seen. Dark brown with slightly lighter highlights. Quite rare 


and always in demand. 


2. Undated (1672?) Elephant Halfpence. About Uncirculated. Peck-504. 
Thin Planchet Variety. Medium brown with mottled golden under- 
tones. Well struck and quite clean. The planchet is slightly elliptical 
as is often seen on examples of this variety. Considerably scarcer in all 
grades than the Thick Planchet Variety. 

Accompanied by ANACS Color Certificate VDR083 where graded “AU” 
and certified as authentic. 


3. 1760 Voce Populi Halfpence. Very Fine (30). Nelson-4, Zelinka 2-A. 
The so-called “Imperial Head” Variety. Lovely medium chocolate 


brown with smooth, defect-free surfaces. An excellent type example! 


4. 1774 British “Penny.” Very Fine (30). Spectacularly double struck on the 
obverse and the reverse. Two busts and partial legends can be seen on 
the obverse; the reverse clearly shows two dates, partial legends and 
figures. Dark brown with some traces of red on the obverse. 


5. 1785 Vermont. Very Good. Ryder-2. VERMONTS; Landscape Design. 
Medium brown. Struck ona slightly out-of-round planchet, but most 
of the details are present. There are a few obverse laminations which 
are as struck. 

Interesting later Die State with a bulge over the date. 


6. 1786 Vermont. Good. Ryder-9. The “Baby Head” Variety. Dark and 
crudely struck on the typically inferior planchet. There is a crack at 
11:00 on the obverse edge which corresponds to the reverse. Still, a 
pleasing and affordable example of this popular and scarce issue. 
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9. (1787) Fugio Cent. Very Fine. Pointed Rays, STATES UNITED. Medi- 


um brown. Sharp, evenly worn and free of problems. 


10. 1788 Massachusetts Cent. Very Fine (20). Ryder 1-D. Woodgrain 
golden-brown with some reddish verdigris at the lower obverse and 
the upper reverse. The surfaces show minor roughness, as struck. 


11. 1788 Massachusetts Cent. Very Fine (30). Ryder 8-C. A handsome, 
original coin with streaks of natural golden color below medium 
brown. The surfaces show no marks of note. 


12. 1795 Talbot, Allum and Lee Cent About Uncirculated (55). Red and 


brown with ample faded mint color on the lightly worn surfaces. 


HARD TIMES TOKENS 


13. 1837 Low 19. Select Uncirculated (64). Red and Brown. A few light 
laminations, as struck, but glossy and lustrous with lovely color. 1837 
Low 20. Select Uncirculated (64). Nearly identical in quality and 
appearance to the last piece. A most impressive duo of high-grade 
pieces. 
A total of two coins in this lor. 


14. 1837 Low 44. Select Uncirculated (64). Red and Brown. Pleasing, with 


mostly red color still evident. 


HALF CENTS (1793-1857) 


LIBERTY CAP TYPE (1793-1797) 


Head Facing Left (1793 only) 


15. 1793 Sharpness of Fine (12), but porous. The coloration, a medium 
brown, is pleasing enough, but this piece shows considerable rough- 
ness on its surfaces. All of the important details, though, are plainly 
visible to the naked eye. A nice space filler that should be examined in 
person. 


DRAPED BUST TYPE (1800-1808) 


16. 1806 Extremely Fine (45). Large 6; Stems on Reverse. Even medium 


brown with nice surfaces. 


CLASSIC HEAD TYPE (1809-1836) 


17. 1835 Select Uncirculated (64). Cohen-1, Breen 1-1:A. Red and Brown 
with approximately half of the original Mint red still adhering to the 
surfaces. This is a very choice and pleasing Half Cent with full luster, 
no spotting of note and bold detail on both its obverse and its reverse.

1855-D Quarter Eagles struck as it shows little of the striking 
weakness which is all but diagnostic to the issue. It has lustrous, 
lightly worn surfaces overlaid with superb, rich orange-gold 
coloration. 

The 1855-D is one of the rarest Quarter Eagles from this mint. Only 
1,123 pieces were struck and we doubt if more than 30-35 pieces exist. 
No fully Mint State pieces are known and AU’s are extremely rare. The 
piece we offer is definitely in the Condition Census for the issue and it 
is the finest 1855-D we have sold at auction. 

As of April, 1991, P.C.G.S. has graded two coins AU-50 and one piece 
AU-55, with none finer than this. 


345. 1859-D P.C.G.S. VF-30. A typical strike for the issue but still showing 
an acceptable amount of detail for the grade. 
This is another very rare low mintage Quarter Eagle from the Dahlonega 
Mint.

384. 1848-C P.C.G.S. VF-30. As is often the case on examples of this date, 
the surfaces show some marks. However, this coin is still pleasing for 
the grade due to its nice color. 


385. 1848-D P.C.G.S. VF-35. Normal Date and Stars. Weakly struck 
below the ear of Liberty and on the corresponding reverse. Original 


and well detailed. This coin should have graded EF-40. 


386. 1854-C P.C.G.S. VF-30. Weak C with the mintmark over the E in 
FIVE. As is diagnostic on examples of this variety, the quality of strike 
is not particularly sharp. 


387. 1854-C P.C.G.S. VF-35. Strong C with the mintmark over the IV in 
FIVE. Much sharper than the last coin, although still not as sharply 
impressed as most of the dates in the late 1840’s. We note a Mint- 
made lamination above the 8 in the date running downward through

388. 1854-D P.C.G.S. XF-45. Strong Mintmark. The 54 in the date nearly 
touch. Well struck and very clean with some luster noted on the 
surfaces. A good Type coin for the collector who needs an affordable, 
yet pleasing Dahlonega Half Eagle. 


389. 1855-C P.C.G.S. VF-30. A bit dull, but the feather detail is strong for 
the grade.

390. 1855-D P.C.G.S. VF-30. A typical strike for the issue with weakness 
on the curl at and below the ear of Liberty and on the corresponding 
reverse.

391. 1855-D P.C.G.S. VF-30. This second example shows a similar quality 
of strike to the one found on the preceding piece.

392. 1856-S P.C.G.S. VF-20. Medium S. Very pleasing for the grade with 
no serious marks on the surfaces. 
Breen-6626 where described as “very scarce.” 


393. 1857-C P.C.G.S. VF-35. The obverse is fully Extremely Fine while the 


reverse shows some light, scattered marks. 


394. 1859-D P.C.G.S. XF-45. A typical strike with bevelled edges and 
weakness in the centers. A bit bright froma recent dipping, but sharp 
and lustrous with a slightly Prooflike obverse. 


395. 1860-C P.C.G.S. VF-30. Struck from a rusted reverse die and graded 
solely by the obverse. The surfaces show some scattered marks that are 
mostly concealed by natural coloration. 
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396. 1860-D P.C.G.S. VF-30. Very sharp and original, with natural green- 
gold color. Removed froma higher grade by two light hairlines on the 
obverse. This is a desirable issue since it is the last readily obtainable

397. 1860-D P.C.G.S. VF-35. Not as well struck as the last coin, with some 
weakness at the centers.

Rather heavily abraded, but fully lustrous and 
totally free of wear. A good No Motto Type coin for the collector who

399. 1879-CC P.C.G.S. VF-30. Cleaned. Well detailed, with some luster in

Frosty and satiny; covered with superb, rich 
rose and orange-gold color. The obverse shows some scattered marks 
while the reverse is clean and choice. This date is not common in this 
grade and is seldom seen above Mint State-63. 


401. 1885-S N.G.C. MS-63. Lovely rose and green-gold toning covers the 


obverse and the reverse. 


402. 1893-S P.C.G.S. AU-55. Lightly worn but very “baggy.” A scarce date 
in Mint State. 


403. 1894-S P.C.G.S. XF-40.

A premium quality coin which is removed 
from—at the very least—an MS-64 grade by the presence of a few 
exceedingly faint hairlines at the central obverse. A very rare coin in 
this grade. 

The 1904-S Half Eagle is scarce in Mint State-G0 and very rare in Mint State- 
63. This is one of three graded MS-63 by P.C.G.S. as of 4/91 with only three 
graded higher. This date is easily the rarest 20th century Liberty Head Half 
Eagle in Mint State. 


407. 1907 P.C.G.S. MS-62 
408. 1907-D P.C.G.S. AU-53. 
Indian Head Type (1908-1929) 


409. 1908 N.G.C. MS-63. Frosty and very well struck with natural green- 
gold and orange-gold coloration over clean surfaces. 


410. 1908-D P.C.G.S. MS-63. An uncommonly choice coin for this issue 
with even, light orange-gold and rose color. The surfaces show no 
serious marks and possess good luster. 

This date is fairly common in MS-G60 through MS-62. It becomes rather 
scarce in Mint State-63 and is very rare in any grade higher than this.

411. 1908-S P.C.G.S. MS-62. The obverse is highlighted by coppery- 
rose shadings while the reverse has more consistent light orange- 
gold color. Both sides show no serious marks. A very pleasing 
example of this scarce and popular date. 


412. 1909-D P.C.G.S. MS-63. A good Type coin with original green-gold 
color over frosty, lightly marked surfaces.

414. 1913 N.G.C. MS-63. 


EAGLES (1795-1933) 
Coronet Type-No Motto Above Eagle, 1838-1866 


415. 1839 Small Letters P.C.G.S. VF-30. Second Head or “Type II” 
Design. Early Die State with raised die lines below the date. Possibly 
lightly cleaned many years ago but since retoned to a natural light 
yellow-gold. The surfaces show some scattered marks and we note a 


good deal of luster in the protected areas. 
This variety is far rarer than the more famous Large Letters Variety and is all 


but unknown in high grades. 


416. 1845-O P.C.G.S. VF-25. Repunched 84. This coin has the sharpness 
of a “40” but has been downgraded due to an old cleaning. The 
surfaces have since acquired a rich green-gold color and the coin has 
an acceptable appearance. 


417. 1846 P.C.G.S. XF-40. Very sharply struck, with the exception of the 
curl below the TY in LIBERTY. As on nearly all known examples of 
this date the surfaces are abraded, but there is a good deal of luster 
remaining and the feathers are very sharp up to the tips of the wing. 
A rare coin in this grade and nearly unobtainable any finer. 

This date has become a bit more available since the publication of the Akers 
book on Eagles but it is still unknown in strict Mint State and is a High R-7 
in About Uncirculated. The few pieces that have turned up in recent years 
grade Very Fine to Extremely Fine. 


418. 1848-O P.C.G.S. VF-25.A typical blunt strike from sunken dies, with 
the obverse fields appearing somewhat concave. This is a scarce date 
in all grades. 

Beginning with this issue, New Orleans Eagles (up through 1853-O) show 
a peculiar hollow ring on the shield. 1848-O Eagles have this mark on the third 
and fourth lines on the azure portion of the shield; on the later issues, the punch 
is on the second stripe in the pale gules. 


419. 1849-O P.C.G.S. VF-30. A typically soft strike in light greenish-gold. 
The surfaces, as usual, are bagmarked. 
This is the second rarest New Orleans Eagle of the 1840’s, trailing only the 
1841-O. The 1849-O is quite rare in EF, extremely rare in AU and only one 
or two Mint State pieces are known. 


420. 1851-O P.C.G.S. XF-45. Quite lustrous; scattered bagmarks appear in 
the fields. This must have been a spectacular coin when it was struck— 
there is ample Prooflike reflectiveness within the recesses of the 
protected areas. 


421. 1853-O P.C.G.S. VF-35. Repunched 53 in the date; Normal Reverse. 
Lustrous and clean with attractive original coloration. There is a light 


scratch near star twelve. 
Unlike most examples of this date, there is no hollow ring on the shield. This 
variety is unlisted by Breen and is extremely scarce. 


422. 1854 P.C.G.S. VF-35. A bit baggy, buta pleasing, uncleaned coin with 
nice orange-gold color and enough detail to suggest a slightly higher 
grade. 


423. 1854-S P.C.G.S. VF-30. While not a scarce date in lower grades, the 
1854-S Eagle is always popular as the first year in which the San 


Francisco Mint struck Eagles. 
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RARE 1855-O EAGLE 


424. 1855-O P.C.G.S. XF-40. An acceptable strike for the issue with 
the stars flat as always but with the centers showing adequate 
detail. Struck in light green-gold and showing some luster; the 
surfaces are significantly abraded as on every example of this date 
we have ever seen or handled. 

This is a very rare coin in Extremely Fine and only a few pieces are 
known which qualify at the AU level. As of April, 1991, PCGS has only 
graded three pieces finer than EF-40! 


VERY RARE 1855-S 


425. 1855-S P.C.G.S. VF-25. While there are some obvious marks on 
the surfaces (and all 1855-S Eagles are heavily bagmarked), this 
coin has enough luster and detail to suggest, at the very least, a 
Very Fine-35 grade. Struck in light orange-gold and identifiable 
by a toning spot at the sixth star. 

A good companion piece to the 1855-0 Eagle offered above. 

This is a very rare date in all grades with an original mintage of 9,000 
pieces. Most 1855-S Eagles are very well worn and are always extremely 
“baggy.” We know of only two pieces with legitimate claims to an AU 
grade and none are even remotely close to Mint State. 


426. 1856-S P.C.G.S. XF-40. Medium S. Lustrous with greenish and yellow 
coloration. The surfaces are slightly abraded as is typical on examples 
of this variety. 


Struck from a leftover reverse from 1854 or 1855. 


427. 1857-S VF-25. Close toa full EF in terms of sharpness, but downgraded 
due to some light hairlines and a mark over the 5 in the date. 
This is a rare and underappreciated date in all grades. It becomes very rare 
in the upper ranges of EF and is extremely rare in About Uncirculated. 


428. 1858-O P.C.G.S. VF-30. Early Die State with traces ofanother 8 in the 
upper loop of the second 8 in the date. Sharply struck and evenly worn 
with clean surfaces. 

While once exceedingly rare in high grades, this issue has become more 


available since the Jackson, Tennessee hoard was unearthed in 1985. A number 
(10-15?) of nice 1858-O Eagles were included in this group. 


429. 1858-S VG-10. Well worn, but problem-free and pleasing for the grade. 
This date is very rare in all grades. 
As of April, 1991 PCGS has only graded five examples of this date in all 
grades! 


RARE 1861-S EAGLE 


430. 1861-S P.C.G.S. VF-30. A great strike for the date with absolutely 
no weakness at the centers as often seen. This is a very pleasing 
and original coin with rich green-gold and coppery colorationon 
both the obverse and reverse. The obverse has the sharpness of 
a “40” while the reverse is a bit more wornand shows some marks 
below the right wing. 

This date is unknown in Mint State and is exceedingly rare in AU with 
only two known. EF’s are also very rare. 


431. 1862 P.C.G.S. VF-30. Clean and evenly worn with no problems. This 
date is more obtainable than the other Civil War Era Eagles, but it is 
still very scarce in all grades. 


VERY RARE 1866-S NO MOTTO EAGLE 


432. 1866-S No Motto P.C.G.S. VF-35. A pleasing example of this 
very rare issue. The strike is sharp and the surfaces show a bit of 
luster below splashes of orange-gold coloration. There is a small 
scratch near the eye of Liberty, but no other marks appear that 
can be considered unusual or excessive for the grade. 

Only 8,500 pieces were struck and it is estimated that 30-40 still exist, 
most of which are well worn. The only finer piece we have sold was the 


specimen offered for sale as Lot 1945 in our 1991 FUN Sale.

TRIAL PIECES 


OUTSTANDING GOBRECHT DOLLAR 


1198. 1838 Silver Dollar. Judd-84 Restrike. P.C.G.S. PR-64. Reeded 
Edge, Designer's Name Omitted. Light mottled toning over 
deeply Prooflike surfaces. An incredibly beautiful example of 
this popular and very rare pattern. This Gobrecht Dollar is one 
of the restrikes unofficially made at the Philadelphia Mint to sa- 
tisfy collector demand for these coins just prior to the Civil War. 
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1199. 1861 Eagle. Judd-287 in Copper. P.C.G.S. PR-64 Brown. Rich, 
evenly-colored, glossy brown surfaces. Virtually identical to the 
regular design of the day except for the motto “God Our Trust” above 
the eagle. Very pleasing. 


1200. 1868 Double Eagle. Judd-665 in Aluminum. P.C.G.S. PR-63. 
Struck from the regular dies of that year. Fully mirrored fields with 
some very light planchet streaking and flaking. At the time of issue, 
aluminum was considered a precious metal and the Mint was not fully 
experienced with its coining characteristics. 


UNLISTED HALF DOLLAR DIE TRIAL 


1201. Undated (1839-1858) Uniface (Obverse). Half Dollar Die 
Trial in Copper. As Made. Unlisted in Judd! This most in- 
teresting item is accompanied by a letter dated August 24, 1990, 
from Walter Breen in which he certifies the authenticity of this 
piece. The letter reads in part: 


“No similar piece to this half dollar die trial has ever been repo rted. To 
collectors of Mint memorabilia, patterns, restrikes &/or die 
trials, the importance of this piece is obvious and would be hard 
to exaggerate.” 


1202. Undated (Pre-1860) Uniface (Reverse). Half Dollar Die Trial 
(Struck in Zinc?). As Made. Unlisted in Judd! Here is the 
perfect mate to the previous lot. Struck on a slightly cupped 
planchet with a small knob at the top. Most likely the composi- 


tion of this unusual item is a zinc alloy.
